Vigllant did not fellow her Imme-
diately, but ran on a couple of hundred
yards, when she put about for a board
on Britannia's wenther, The latter theén
liad another hitch Immedlately, back to
starboard, Inorder to clear Bogany Point,
which was very slow work,

On Britannin coming up, Vigliant
stayed In front, a couple of lengths
ahead of the cutter, and was Increasing
her lead,

It was evident from the start that
Vigilant was In much better trim than
yesterday, owing to a shifting of her
ballast.

Britannia went round again, Vigilunt
standing slightly en the outside,

Half a Minute Lead,
